Georgian editor suspended 

by W. G. FALLS 

Alex Shenfield, Editor-in-Chief of the Georgian, the student newspaper 
of Sir George Williams University, was suspended from office Wednesday for 
the remainder of the publishing year. 



The Publications Board, a committee 
of the Students' Undorsraduatc Society 
Council responsible for the newspaper, 
took action against Shenfield for dis- 
obeying a directive given by the Board 
the previous week. In addition, Shenfield 
breached the Canadian University Press 
Code of Ethics, which states that "the 
editor should rectify in print at the first 
available opportunity all culpable mis- 
takes." 

Shenfield deliberately did not attend 
4iie Board meeting on Wednesday to 
plead his case. Upon receipt of the news, 
he immediately resigned his position. 

The Students' Undergraduate Society 
Council, which also met on Wednesday, 
announced later in the day that it con- 
curred with the Publications ° Board on 
Shenfield's suspension. 

The Publications Board made itself 
custodian of the Georgian, and appointed 
two of Its members as custodial repre- 
scntativc^ to perform the'? function of 
Editor-in-Chief for the rest of the year; 
Michael Mercer, editor of the campus 
literary magazine;!^ and Steve Goldberg, 
editor of the yearbook. 

The Editorial Board of the Georgian 
rejected the principle of custodianship 
on the statement of the CUP Charter of 
the Student. Press in Canada that "the 
Canadian student press should be free 
from pressure by student governments, 
University authorities, or any external 
agencies ..." 



The Editorial Board proposed that 
one of its members be elected Chairman 
of the Board to assume the full respon- 
sibility of Editor-in-Chief, while not ac- 
tually using the title. 

This suggestion was turned down by 
the Publications Board, as was a propo- 
.sal that a certain Editorial Board meml)cr 
be made Editor-in-Chicf. 

Mercer .and Goldberg subsequently 
presented a statement of editorial policy 
to the Editorial Board and were accepted 
as "joint Editor-in-Chief" for the remain- 
ing three issues. 

The Editorial Board was concerned 
that as Mercer, and Goldberg represent 
their own publications on the Publica- 
tions Board, a Georgian representative 
on the Board could not vole contrary to 
his "joint Editor-in-Chief", and tlie Geor- 
gian would therefore have no real voice. 

This situation was alleviated when 
Mercer and Goldberg staled their inten- 
tion of abstaining should a difference of 
opinion arise.

A British legal expert has been 
appointed Acting Director of the Ins- 
titute of Air and Space Law. 

Sir Francis Aime Vallat, principal 
legal advisor to the Foreign Office ' In 
London since 1960, will assume this post 
for a one-year period, commencing 
September 1, 1G65. Sir Francis will also 
hold the position of Visiting Professor 
in the University's Faculty of Law. 

Sir Francis is the fifth head of the 
Institute, which was founded in 1051, 
as • centre for graduate' study and re- 



search in international air law. He suc- 
ceeds Professor tiaxwell Cohen, Q.C., 

who was appointed Dean of the Faculty 
of Law on July 1, 19C4. ^ 

Other heads of the Institute were: 
Professor John Cobb Cooper, Founding 
Director,' and fvrmer legal advisor to 
the International Air Transport Asso- 
ciation; Professor Eugene Pepin, for- 
mer Director of the Legal Bureau of the 
International Civil Aviation Organizat- 
ion, and Professor A. Beatty Hosevear, 
Q.C., former genei^l attorney for' Air-' 
Canada. 



Prior to assuming his present post 
with the Foreign Office, Sir Francis was 
its deputy legal advisor from 1054 to 
1960, and Its assistant legal advisor from 
1945 to 1050. He served- as legal advi- 
sor to the' United Kingdom Permanent 
Delegation to the United Nations from 
1950 to 1954. 

Educated at University College, To- 
ronto, and Gonville and Caius College, 
Cambridge, Sir Francis was called to 
the Bar at Gray's Inn in 1935. He wai 
Assistant Lecturer at Bristol University, 
1935-36, and practised at the Bar, Lon- 
. don, from 1936 to 1939.

"The function of a painter." 
said Thaya Batdorf last night 
at the first of her series of daily 
art demonstrations to t>a staged 
at the Augustana House this wccic, 
"if to make visual unity out of 
visual chaos." 

Thaya Batdorf, an American 
painter who came to Canada in 
1052, does not adhere to any par- 
ticular school of painting. She at* 
tempted to explain her philosophy 
regarding art in a lecture last 
night termed "Involvement and 
the eye that sees." 

To Thaya Batdorf, visual aware- 
ness is the most important aspect 
of painting.

"Everything I see affects my 
art, whether consciously or un- 
consciously," she disclosed. She 
described many of the impres- 
sions that remained with her as 
"veritable hangovers" something 
left over from the day before. The 
artist noted that the red bottles 
and yellow pickles she bad seen 
at Ben's the night before could 
be cited as examples of this type 
of artist's hangover. 

She told her audience that she 
was absorbing them as a chaotic 
group out of which she would try 
to create a unified whole. At this 
point, Thaya Batdorf drew a large 
brown circle on the canvas and 
confidentially instructed her lis- 
teners to call it 'The Egg and I." 

In creating her picture, she 
maintained that she was making a 
reality in itself. 

"It is my job to continue to 
make things that are new, to 
make something that is without 
meaning concrete, to make some- 
thing that when looked at proves 
our existence." 

Awareness, according to Thaya 
Batdorf, entails involvement — a 
term she clarified as the absorb- 
tion into the visual, not translat- 
ing words, but an optical accept- 
ance of what she sees. 

She rectified a few misconcep- 
tions voiced by members of the 
group on the purpose of palnUng, 
adding that art is a language of 
its own that cannot be expiabied 
in so many words. 

"I am not a prophet with a 
social message to communicate to 
the world," she revealed. 



Nor did the artist say that she 
painted to express herself. If she 
wanted to express herself, she 
would write a poem. 

Thaya Batdorf admitted that 
sbe was afraid of symbolism. She 

deemed symbolism undepcndabie 
since tlie meanings of many sym- 
bols vary within tiic context of 
interpretation. She pointed out 
that white in China symbolizes 
death, a far different interpreta- 
tion of the Western concept of 
the word. 

Last night's lecture was the 
first of the series of Thaya Bat- 

dorf's demonstrations to be pre- 
sented at lite Augustana House 
from Monday to Friday of this 

weelc.

Almost 
20 interested onlookers crowded into the 
Board Room to be present at thè SECs delibe- 
rations. More are expected this week, and the 
Club Room has accordingly been booked for 
the event. 

Most of those who attended last week 
were there because of their interest in the 
Model Parliament debate, but most remain- 
ed after that discussion was tabled to listen 
to debate on the rest of the agendo. 

In the past, attendance has usually 
been limited to those who had a specific 
interest in something on the agenda, simply 
because it never occurred to anyone else to 
turn up. Constitutionally, however, anyone 
may attend as long as he notifies the pre- 
sident in advance that he would like to 
attend, and as long as there is enough room. 

The range of discussion to which visi- 
tors may listen has been widened by the 
new constitution, which requires that all 



discussion except that dealing with em- 
ployees' salaries must be public. Under the 
old constitution. Council could move into Con- 
fidential Session as soon as anything con- 
troversial or potentially embarrassing came 
up. 

The realization that interested students 
may attend Council meetings may be one of 
-the most important by-products of last 
week's session. Officio! minutes and Daily 
reports arç unable to provide complete de- 
tails of who said what during the average 
eight-hour session. Students who are inte- 
rested in knowing both sides of the issues 
and in offering specific guidance to their re- 
presentatives will find it valuable to attend 
a meeting occasionally. 

If enough of them do, the representative 
nature of the Students' Council v/ill be en- 
hanced and the quality of representation 
will inevitably improve. An increased inte- 
rest by sludents-at-lorge in the workings of 
student government could result in the re- 
turn of initiative and control to the student 
body.

Statement from the Model Parliament Executive 



This statement has been is- 
sued to point out the inaccura- 
cies in the article by Messrs. 
Wolinsky and Winn in llic Ivory 
Tower column last week. These 
Kcnllcmcn have accused Mr. Ku- 
banclc, the Chairman of Model 
Parliament, of assuming the 
rotes of judge, jury, defending 
and prosccutiiif; lawyers, and 
interpreter of established rules. 
However, they themselves have 
adopted lhi.s very role without 
))cing suffieicntly acquainted 
with the details. 

They have overlooked the fact 
that iModel Parliamciii is a 
major function of the .SEC and 
that Mr. Kubaiiek, as Chairman, 
Wiis .icting as the official repre- 
sentative of that body. He did 
not criticize the polic.'es or poli- 
tics of the cighlcsn who left the 
House to demonstrate in front 
of the United Statos Consulate, 
but acted on behalf of the SIX. 
As their representative he ob- 
jnclcd to that groiip".s attempt 
to (liMiipi this SEC function, 
wliicli had the effect of violatine 
.the SEC rules. These rules can 
be found under Articles 1 and 7 
of the ncgulalions of the Uni- 
versity Regarding Student Ac- 
tivities. 

Also, it had previously been 
established by the Model Par- 
liamcnl Committee, ' consisting 
of the Exccutira of Model Par- 
liament and thc^presidcnls . of 
the political pal\es, that it be 
"Mr. Ktibanek"s prcio^ative to 
criticize any party contravi'iiiiig 
the. rules guiding iModcl Parlia- 
ment. This is what Mr. Kubanck 
did only to find himself open to . 
unfounded crititiism. 

Messrs. Wolinsky and Winn 
state that Mr. Kubanek 'tried 



and convicted two political par- 
tics on the basis of alleged mo- 
tives, not on the basis of factual 
evidence". Does a written mo- 
' tion to adjourn the House and 
reconvene, in front of the US 
Consulate fall under tlic heading 
of alleged motives ? They also 
accuse Mr. Kubanek of attribut- 
ing motives in his statement : 
••They (the NDP and YCL) had 
no right to disrupt an SEC func- 
tion to further their own ends." 
The parlies involved did try to 
"further their own endi". They 
attempted to propagate their 
own point of view, without re- 
gard for the functioning of the 
House and the points of view of 
the Members of the House, and 
so, again, Mr. Kubanck has been 
falsely accused of acting on be- 
half of "alleged motives". 

.Messrs, Wnliiisky and Winn, 
not bciiit; auaro of all the facts, 
have represented Mr. Kubanek 
as overstepping his role on two 
occasions. On (he first occasion 
Mr. Kubanek did in fact consult 
all the parties involved and then 
decided not to issue a statement 
on bshalf of either. He was not 
requested to refrain from inter- 
vening at any time. On the se- 
cond occasion, Mr. Kubanek did 
not issue a statement to the 
Oiily predicting the fall of the 
Government, but was overheard 
whan engaged In a private con- 
versation. Unfortunately, this 
was passed on to the Dally. 

•Messrs. Wolinsky and Winn go 
on to say that Mr. Kubanek's 
statement misrepresented what 
actually occurred on at least 
three occasions. They allege 
that l^lr. Kubanck attempted to 
prevent Mr. iJenihan from hav- 
ing spree to reply and thus trv- 



ing to make the events less 
clear. Tins is actually untrue, as 
Mr. Kubanek himself informed 
Mr. Lcnihan of his intent to is- 
sue a statement, and thus Mr. 
Lcnihan was granted equal space 
without any hindrance. They 
next accuse Mr. Kubanck of not 
checking his information regard- 
ing the KDP ticket, whereas, in 
fact, they themselves have not 
properly checked out the deci- 
sion taken during the earlier 
NDP caucus. 

Secondly, they say that the 
sitting was "plagued by disrup- 
tion" so much so ' that the 
Speaker was on his feet much of 
the time. They have overlooked 
the fact that the Speaker was 
on his feet as a result of the 
proposed motion of adjourn- 
ment and the confusion that 
followed. 

Tiiirdly, tlicy have interpreted 
Mr. Kubnnck's phrase — rules 
and responsibilities of the House 
— as referring to'parliamentary 
rulos only, which would mean 
that the only rule broken was 
that of leaving the House while 
the Speaker was on his feet. 
They omit tlie facts stated In 
the opening paragraph. 

Mr. Kubanck Is again errone- 
ously quoted to the effect that 
the only gain of the NDP 
marchers was to defeat the then 
Liberal Government. His actual 
words were : "They came to the 
session to defeat the Govern- 
ment as quickly as possible with- 
out giving it the hearing that 
they themselves had been given 
during the first two sessions." 

it is stated that Mr. Kubanek 
wcs "foisting his conceptions 
(of Model Parliament) into the 
h->nc>s of rolitical parties". The 



purpose of Model Parliament is 
clearly enunciated in its Consti- 
tution and Mr. Kubanek attempt- 
ed to carry out its alms In con- 
sultation with all Party leaders 
under Democratic procedure. 

We feel that it is the duty of 
observers of a function such as 
Model Parliament to be Impar- 
tial and properly Informed when 
reporting the workings of such 
a function. It is unfortunate that 
Messrs. Wolinsky and Winn, ill- 
equipped with only second hand 
information and fragments of 
facts, have presented themselves 
as informed observers of the 
scene. 

We would like to thank 
JLnsrs. Wolinsky and Winn for 
tli.-ir rccomnieiidations, some of 
which had already been consi- 
dered for inclusion in this year's 
report.

What's the matter with Old McGill? 

Last Thursday avening in the Winter Stadulm, before more 
than 1,500 spectators and hundreds more on closed circuit tele< 
vision, the Rodmen hockey learn capped off its worst season In 
history (3-12-1) in succumbing to the visiting University of Mont- 
real Carabins by a 9-0 count. The loss, although not uncommon 
for the hapless pu'cksters this year seems to Indicate the futility 
of athletics at McGill when observed against a background of 
defeats suffered by other McGill teams. 

The Senior basketball team, which 'won the Eastern Division 
of the OQAA League three years ago, has had difficulty keeping 
out of the cellar since that lime. The football team suffered a 
disappointing season as did the rugger, tennis, squash, track, 
and harrier teams. The Indian hockey team, the training ground 
for future Redmen stars crawled through the season just ended 
with an 0-10 record. We could go on but it would be like kicking 
a man when he is down. 

McGill possesses the finest athletic facilities in the country 
in Us giant gymnasium, Molson Stadium, its Winter Stadium, 
and swimming pool: But these are sitting in disuse. 

A university the size of ours only managed to attract some 
sixty varsity football candidates, twenty-five Redmen hockey 
hopefuls, sometimes fielded just ten men in soccer, could not 
scrape up a track or harrier team. Why are we quickly becoming 
the pushovers of Intercollegiate athletics ? And there appears 
to be no end to these problems in sight - at least not under the 
present regime. 

What good Is the Department of Athletics when it does not 
take steps to Improve the rotten athletic atmosphere, looks for 
excuses when the answers lie before their eyes ? Perhaps the 
Athletics Board, if it honestly wishes to achieve the purposes for 
which it was created, should reassess the present position of 
athletics at McGill and take suitable steps to ensure that things 
improve. .
